> Former teen cen- 
ter owner faces sen- 
tencing for July 2000 
CSC incident

Nearly two years have passed 
since a former Grayling teen center 
owner was first accused of sexual 
misconduct with an 18-year old. 
Michael Tironi will now face sen- 
tencing in the case following a “no 
contest” plea before the Honorable 
Dennis F Murphy on June 10. 

Tironi was found guilty on one 
count of 2nd Degree Criminal 
Sexual Conduct (CSC) and two 
counts of providing alcohol to 
minors by a jury in Kalkaska’s 46th 
Circuit Court on November 29, 
2001 for an incident that occurred in 
late July of 2000. He was original- 
ly charged with 3rd Degree CSC. 

During the sentencing phase, the 
court discovered a juror withheld 
information that may have kept him 
from being selected to serve in the 
case. Judge Murphy considered the 
new information and granted a mts- 
trial. 

Kalkaska County Prosecutor 
Brian Donnelly brought Tironi back 
to court on the same charge for 
which he was convicted. Jury selec- 
tion in the second trial would have 
begun on June 10 had Tironi not 
pleaded no contest -- neither admit- 
ting or denying guilt. 

Donnelly said after discussing the 
plea with the victim, his office 
agreed to a deal with Tironi,. “We 
had to consider the wear and tear on 
the victim and witnesses when tak- 


Local write-in 
candidates win 
seats on COOR, 
KCC Boards

By the deadline in May, only 
three candidates had filed for a total 
of five seats up for election in races 
for the COOR Intermediate School 
Board of Education and the 
Kirtland Community College 
Board of Trustees, prompting last 
minute scrambles by three people 
to file for write-in status. 

On the ballot June 10 for one of 
two available seats on the KCC 
Board was only Sally Galer who 
received 2,976 votes in the col- 
lege’s district. Roscommon resi- 
dent, Roy Spangler was elected to 
the second seat with 175 votes over 
fellow write-in candidate William 
Burger who received 48 votes. 

The names of incumbents Robert 
Carpenter and Bernadine Dosch 
appeared on the COOR ISD portion 
of the ballot, receiving 2,535 and 
4,462 votes, respectively. Though 
only two people filed for candidacy 
in this race, three seats were avail- 
able. 

Lifelong Grayling resident, 
Nancy Persing garnered 67 votes in 
her last-minute write-in campaign, 
winning the third seat over Starr 
Garter who received 54 votes. 

New COOR Board members and 
KCC Trustees will each serve six- 
year terms ending in 2008.

expense... and uncertainty of the 
outcome was worth refusing the 
deal.” 

The deal restricts sentencing to 
stay within state guidelines. The 
Department of Corrections will pre- 
pare a pre-sentence investigation 
report, or PSIR, to give Judge 
Murphy and Donnelly an idea of 
fair sentencing in this particular 
case. The DOC will consider facts 
presented during testimony from the 
first trial to make its determination. 

With the agreement, Tironi also 
preserves the right to bring on 
appeal the issue of the. prosecution 
bringing new witnesses in during 
the sentencing phase and the possi- 
bility of double jeopardy for bring- 
ing him back on the same charges 
for which he was first convicted, but 
not originally charged. 

Donnelly disagrees with these 
claims, stating both are common 
practices, but agreed to the condi- 
lions on behalf of the victim and 
witnesses who came forward to say 
Tironi had lured them at a young 
age with alcohol and drugs, then 
sexually abused them, too. 

Written statements by the wit- 
nesses alleged Tironi had made pay- 
ments to the families of two young 
men in order to keep them from 
reporting the situation to law 
enforcement. 

Tironi agreed to allow the written 
testimony to be entered into the 
record of the trial: 

“The jury in the first trial con- 
firmed the conviction, and I feel 
good about that,” Donnelly said.

All businesses licensed to sell 
cigarettes and other tobacco prod- 
ucts in Crawford County were 
recently subjected to a “sting” 
operation by the Michigan State. 
Police. All considered, retailers 
fared very well when it came to 
checking the birth dates of those 
wishing to purchase tobacco. 

Trooper Scott Bates, who serves 
as the Houghton Lake Police Post 
Community Services Officer, said 
32 businesses in the county were 
visited during the Youth Tobacco 
Compliance check sponsored this 
lime around by Catholic Human 
Services. 

In a one-day operation last 
month, Bates and two undercover 
teenagers from outside the county 
visited each establishment to sce if 
the boys -- age 16 and 17 -- could 
make a tobacco purchase. Bates 
said in the vast majority of 
instances, sales clerks and cashiers 
followed the law and asked for 
identification bearing date of birth, 

Only five failed to “card” the 
teens and received citations for 
selling tobacco products to minors. 
Each violation comes with an $80 
fine. 

Bates said he also issued two 
verbal warnings, . 

Jacquie Smith, owner and opera- 
tor of the Grayling 7-Eleven store

Township Board decides 
on special assessments 
for pavement of roads 


The Grayling Township Board 
held a public meeting on 
Wednesday, June [2, to discuss the 
terms and methods of payment for 
the pavement of Woodland Drive, 
Palmer Place, and Short Strect. 

The Board made the decision to 
await possible funding for the pro- 
ject from the Road Commission and 
the Grayling Township Treasury 
until July 1, 2003, in order that the 
spectal assessment costs to each 
landowner involved in the $71,300 


project would be relieved of some of 


the financial burden. The financial 
schedule shows that the project 
would be paid for in five years. 


As it stands, the special assess- 
ment will be determined by how 
close the landowners property is to 
the paved road. Since those owners 
on the pavement will receive more 
benefit in terms of property value 
increase, they will pay one unit of 
moncy to the one half unit to be paid 
by Jands which are not on the pave- 
ment. 

The Board agreed to hold another 
public hearing next June in order to 
inform the involved residents as to 
the final costs and procedures for the 
pavement of said roads. Special 
assessinents will begin to be collect- 
ed December 1, 2003. 


Zoning questions clearing 
up in Frederic Township

Oakwood Cemetery rules clarified

The rules for Oakwood Cemetery 
will be posted on the cemetery gate. 
The rules, which were finalized at 
the May Township Board mecting, 
now clearly spell out when the main 
gates of the ccmetery will be closed 
(November | to April 1 and April 16 
to May 1), but state that a walk 
through gate is open all year long. 

The rules also specify: that people 
should remove flowers and orna- 
ments they wish to keep from fami- 
ly grave sites, between April [ and 
April £5. 


On April 16, the cleanup of the 
cemetery will begin and all decora- 
live ilems, such as flowers, wreaths, 
and grave blankets, left on the grave 
sites will be removed and discarded. 
The cleanup will continue through 
April 30. 

On May | the cemetery will 
reopen and graves may be decorat- 
ed. 

Confusion had arisen because one 
set of rules was posted at the ceme- 
tery and a slightly different set of 
rules was being used by townships 
workers who cleaned up the ceme- 
tery this past April.

Joint appearances, well covered by news- 
papers and TY or radio, can be an effective 
alternative.

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Shriners’ Hospitals 
serve many children 


To the editor, 

Shriners’ Hospitals for Children 
is a network of 22 orthopaedic hos- 
pitals, three burn hospitals, and one 
hospital that provides orthopaedic, 


burn and spinal cord injury care, 


where children up to their 18th 
birthday receive excellent medical 
care absolutely free of charge. 

There are two Shriners’ Hospitals 
for Children within the tri-state 
area. The first one that comes to 
mind is located in Cincinnati, Ohio 
and it provides burn care for chil- 
dren. The second closest Shriners’ 
Hospital is the one located in the 
Chicago area and is a spinal cord 
injury unit designed specifically for 
children and adolescents. 

One of the better-known achieve- 
ments of the Shriners’ Hospitals’ 
research is the cultured skin devel- 
oped by the Boston Hospital in con- 
nection with the Harvard Medical 
School. Researchers developed a 
method of “growing” skin from a 
tiny sample of a burn patient's own 
skin.

Some 
patients are transported as far as 
2,500 miles. The hospital’s patient 
cost of transportation amounted to 
$180,000 last year and is expected 
to increase to over $200,000. this 
year.

Language 
is a problem especially for the doc- 
tors and nurses,

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What does the Flag 
stand for today? 


Americans today seem very much 
in the holiday spirit -- the holiday of 
Flag Day, commemorated June 
14th. Since the attacks on our coun- 
try last September, it has been won- 
derful to see the flag flying almost 
everywhere, This is certainly a wel- 
come change from the condescen- 
sion with which cultural elites and 
opinion leaders have frequently 
viewed “flag waving” in modern 
America, 

Officially created on June 14, 
1777 by an act of the Second 
Continental Congress, the American 
Flag underwent many modifications 
until 1912, when President Taft 
established standard proportions for 
it and ordered that the stars be dis- 
played in rows. The June 14th hol- 
iday was established formally by 
Proclamation of President 
Woodrow Wilson in 1916, and 
cemented into law when President 
Truman signed an Act of Congress 
in 1949. 

To remind ourselves of the ideas 
represented in the Flag, the proxim- 
ity of Flag Day and the Fourth of 
July cannot be mere coincidence. It 
was the same Continental Congress, 
after all, that both signed the 
Declaration of Independence on 
July 4th and subsequently created 
the Flag. 

The Declaration clearly laid out 
the principles to which the new 
nation would forever be dedicated: 
a protection of the individual rights 
of citizens to life, liberty, and secu- 
tity in their private property. It was 


out of dedication to securing these 


rights that the federal government 
was established, and out of concern 
for maintaining these rights that 
government was strictly limited in 
scope. 

George Washington understood 
these principles well, and knew 
what his army was, fighting for 
when he addressed his 
Revolutionary War troops with 
these words in 1776: “Remember 
officers and Soldiers, that you are 
Freemen, fighting for the blessings 
of Liberty -- that slavery will be 
your portion, and that of your pos- 
terity, if you do not aeauit your- 
selves like men.” 

Do, we 21st century Ameticans 
know what we are fighting. for? 
Have we acquitted ourselves like 
the mén Washington addressed? 
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a rejection of the limited govern- 
ment of the founding in favor of a 
modern welfare state. Starting 
about 100 years ago, Progressives 
like Woodrow Wilson decided that 
the Declaration and Constitution 
were “out of date,” and inaugurated 
the idea of a constantly evolvitig, 
unlimited government. This makes 
it all the more ironic that it was 
Wilson who formally established 
Flag Day -- since he mocked what 
he called the “blind worship” of the 
founding and complained that 
“some citizens of this country have 
never got beyond the Declaration of 
Independence.” 

Likewise, today’s conservatives 
have cause to question how they 
have acquitted themselves -- per- 
haps even more than liberals, since 
conservatives are supposedly dedi- 
cated to “conserving” America’s 
principles. Prominent conservative 
leaders today have essentially aban- 
doned the aims of their counterparts 
in the 1980s and early 1990s to 
scale back the modern state. Gone 
is talk of eliminating those portions 
of the federal bureaucracy created 
{o implement the failed policies of 
1960s and 1970s _ liberalism. 
Instead, Republicans today help 
push through historic increases in 
funding for the Department of 
Education. 

Even the current strategies in the 
war on terrorism, unfortunately, 
make one wonder whether the gov- 
ernment is more interested in cur- 
tailing the rights of its own citizens 
or in taking the fight abroad, to 
those regimes that hate us and spon- 
sor those attacking us.- Our conser- 
vative administration makes plans 
for a new federal bureaucracy of 
“homeland security,” while it shies 
away from making real war on ter- 
rorist regimes out of fear of offend- 
ing our “friends” in the Arab world 
and the quasi-socialist governments 
in Europe. 

Throughout our history, brave 
Americans in both the military and 
in politics have fought mightily to 
prove themselves worthy of 
Washington, the men he addressed, 
and the principles for which they 
battled. Let this Independence Day 
be a spark for those of us in the 2[st 
century to continue in that noble tra- 
dition.

The Christian News Service report- 
ed that Legislation bas been intro- 
duced in the U.S. House of 
Represonmatives to amend the U.S.

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Duck! Carving occurs in Lovells

To see a wide variety of duck 
decoys, check out Fuller’s North 
Branch Outing Club in Lovells. 
Darrell Fuller and his wife, Judy, 
who operate the bed and breakfast 
on the banks of the North Branch of 
the AuSable River in Lovells are 
very well known for their decoys. 

Darrell began carving hunting 
decoys while taking shop classes in 
high school. He said the shop 
teacher kept an eye on the project 
but wasn’t a great deal of help. 

He continued to carve and in the 
early ‘70's started carving small 
decorative decoys. One day he took 
six of his small decoys along as he 
accompanied his brother-in-law to 
an arts and crafts show, Fuller dis- 
played his decoys and sold nothing 
for most of the day. Late in the day 
he sold one and Darrell decided he 
could grow to like this. 

As his carving business increased 
Darrell did not have me to do the 
painting so he asked his wife, Judy, 
if she would start’ painting them. 
She was hesitant but now she does 
all of the duck decoy painting anc 
according to Darrell is one of the 
best in the business. 

Gradually, Darrell began to carve 
medium sized and full sized decoys 
and now has a full range of sizes of 
decoys. He is also expanding his 
carving line, since moving to the 
river, he has added fish to his string. 

In addition to decoys, he also 
puls duck heads on old golf club 
heads to be used as decorative

teal. 


This medium sized teal duck with an iridescent wash on the 


objects or paperweights. There are 
also watercolors of fish, decorated 
paddles and decorative light switch 
plates. 

Darrell uses basswood, ecdar, 
pine, and butternut (mainly for dec- 
Oration) to make his decoys, He 
starts his carving with a band saw, 
followed by sanding and grinding. 
He used to use patterns to start his 
decoys but it now just comes natu- 
rally and he no longer needs pat- 
terns. Once the roughing out is 
done, Darrell uses hand tools to tin- 
ish the project. 

He highlights a lot of the detail by 
woodburning in many of the feath- 
crs on some decoys and then turns 
them over to Judy to finish the 
painting, With other decoys, he 
gives them (o Judy right after he fin- 
ishes the detail work. 

Judy uses up to ten or £2 different 
paints for a decoy. She spends time 
blending paints for the decoys so 
they look natural, Sometimes the 
blending is done with her finger but 
most of the time she paints with 
boar bristle brushes. 

Currently, Darrell is painting the 
fish decoys but expects Judy fo take 
over shortly. 

The Fullers have a widespread 
and loyal following. Many of the 
people who buy decoys made by the 
Hullers are repeat customers. — [n 
fact, one of their customers has been 
purchasing decoys since they first 
started selling them. So far, Darrell 
knows his decoys can be found in 
4urope, Japan and Australia, as welll 
as all over the Uniled States.
